Kossuth wan born at Monok, Hungary, 
April '2S, 1802, and is now just past 78. lie 
came from the nobility, and was carefully 
educated in the Lutheran Church, and 
became an eloquent and successful advo- 
cate. He was elected to the Diet in 1832, 
was editor of tlio Posth Jouinal from 
1811 to 1814, entered the lower House in 
1847, became the leader of the Liberals 
inlStS.
